refuse her permission to land here. 

He bases his attitude on a section of the 
immigration laws which forbids admission 
to the United States to aliens who have been

He holds that Mrs. Maybrick, although she 
was born in America, became a British sub- 
ject when she married an Englishman, and 
that there never has been any official act 
since then to show that she Is to be rcgarded 
as an American citizen.

WANT 100,000 MAIDS. |: 


Astounding Shortage in Domes- 
tie Servants Is Revealed. 


HELP DEMAND WIDESPREAD. 


Plates Could Be Found for 40,000 in 
New York and Vicinity. 


New York, Aug. 15.—[Special.]—It devel- 
oped today that places readily could be found 
for nearly 100,000 servant girls if the latter 
could be secured. 

The demand comes not only from this city, 
but from the west as well, whence the clamor 
for domestic help is as insistent oe in this 
city and vicinity. 

‘Chicago is on the list of and in- 
qulries from there indicate that the scarcity 
of help in that eity is as bad as in New Tork. 


Inquiries at Ellis Island. 

This remarkable shortage in the supply of 
household maids was developed by the in- 
quiries by an industrial organization into 
the proportion of female immigrants arriy- 
ing here within the last six months. 

The authorities on Ellis jsland could place 
40,000 domestic servants in positions within 
a radius of twenty miles of the metropolis 
within three hours after their arrival. More 
than as many more could be placed in the 
west. 

The duly trouble is we haven’t the 40,- 

„ gaid an official of the immigration 
bureau. Never before in the history of 
this bureau has there been such a great de- 
mand for domestic help. It is @ notable 
illustration of the good times that prevail. 
When times are poor domestic servants are 
among the first to suffer,

In answer to a 
dosen questions he answered: 

I do not think the desire for reciprocity 
with the United States is as strong in this 
province as it used to be, though there is 
no doubt that many of our farmers and 
lurmbermen, all the fishermen, and all the 
owners and operators of lime, granite, plas- 
ter, and freestone quarries would get bene- 
fits from a free United States market. 


Why Canadians Doubt. 

“There are many causes—the increased 
demand for Canadian products in Great 
Britain, the feeling that it is impossible to 
obtain reciprocity on terms that we would 
consider fair, the failure of past negotia- 
tions, the abrogation of the old reciprocity by 
the United States, the hope of a mutual 
preferential trade arrangement with Great 
Britain, and the certainty that any meas- 
ure of reciprocity acceptable to the United 
States would involve tariff discrimination 
by Canada against the British empire in fa- 
vor of a foreign country. 

It is hard to measure the relative value of 


side and commercial or financial influences 
on the other. The loyalist feeling is always 
‘strong here, and in times of stress (as during 
the South African war) it will outweigh an 
commercial considerations. 


Commercial Union Not Expected. 
“I believe there will be no commercial 
union—first, because we are not the same 


nation, and that close codperation is almost | 


certain to involve on our part a preference 
to a foreign country over our fellow citizens; 
second, the United States and Canada are 
largely producers of the same things. Our 
producers are rivals rather than customers 
of each other. Our west and your west pro- 
duce wheat; both countries produce iron and 
coal; both are largely agricultural: and on 
the east both have a fishing population. 

Gloucester does not want free fish; Maine 
does not want free potatoes; Michigan does 
not want free lumber; western Canada is not 
in favor of free coal; Ontario objects to free 
manufactures and free pork. 

The fact is, both countries are protec- 
tionists, and when the pinch comes neither 
will accept free trade with a ann in the 
same class of business. 

On our side there is a strong national 
sentiment in favor of giving England the 
best chance in our markets. And I think that 
on your side there is a large element which 
does not desire a close alliance with Canada 
while Canada remains British.“

W. E. Skinner the “Go-Between.”’ 


It developed that W. E. Skinner, general 
agent of the Union Stockyards and Transit 
company, is the man who has been the go- 
between in the recent secret negotiations. 
Mr. Skinner approached the union leaders 
last week and sought to find a basis of set- 
tlement. 

On Friday he went to the labor headquar- 
ters with a written proposition, which, he 
is said to have asserted, came direct from 
J. Ogden Armour. It provided for the re- 
turn of the strikers as rapidly as business 
warranted, other differences being left to 
arbitration. 

“If you will put your name to this.“ Mr. 
Skinner is declared to have said to Pres!- 
dent Donnelly. Mr. Armour will sign it in 
half an hour.“ | 

“TIT cannot accept the proposition. Don- 
nelly replied, because I have not the au- 
thority. There are more unions interested 
in this than the butcher workmen, and I am 
not delegated with such authority even from 
my organization.” 


Reply Sent to Armour. 


Tt was arranged thereupon that a meeting 
of the leaders of the chief trades nvolved 


should be held Saturday morning. Belleving | 


the proposition genuine, the delegates ac- 
cepted it, with one slight change. The re- 
ply, directed to Mr. Armour, in charge of Mr. 
Skinner, was to the effect that an agreement 
would be entered into along the lines sug- 
gested if the details could be arranged. 

Mr. Skinner brought back word that night 
to Donnelly and his associates, it is said, 
that if the additions madé by the labor men 
were omitted and the proposition accepted 
in a letter to all the packers it would end 
the whole matter.

Refusds to Quit His Post. 

“ No, I must back to my station,” he 
sald. “ After trains all have gone 
through, then maybe I'll go to the ‘hospital, 
but until then I can’t leave.“ 

Bld the remonstrance of the police he re- 
plied: 

1 have been shot before: I lost my arm 
at the battle of Antietem, and I carried a bul- 
let. in my side for nine days, This hurts, but 
I must get back to my post.” 

The shooting ‘was caused by a mistake. 
Close was patrolling the tracks of the Santa 
Fé road near Ashiand avenue, he says, when 
he saw boys stealing from a freight car. He 
followed them to the Archer avenue bridge, 
where the men were standing. Some one 
shouted that he was a strike breaker and 
Holleran tried to stop him. 

Close became enraged and drew his pistol, 
firing first at Holleran, and then into the 
crowd, which promptly scattered. He emp- 
tied his revolver and reloaded it. As he was 
doing so Policeman Mitchell arrived and at- 
tempted to arrest him, but Close, it is 
charged, fired at him and then ran north to 
the Alton tracks. There Mitchell finally 
overtook him. 

Close lives at 357 West Forty-third street. 


Disorder ring the Day. 
During the day several other assaults and 
minor. riots were char 
restiess strikers. 
John Frost, said to be employed at one of 
the big packing houses, was found, dazed, at 
Forty-third street and Ashland avenue. He 
was badly bruised on the head and face, and 
could not describe the men who attacked him. 
Charles David, 1860 Wabash avenue, was 
beaten by men supposed to be pickets as he 


was entering the stockyards at Forty-fifth

New Men Balk at Gates 

Fifty butchers brought from Philadelphia 
for Swift & Co. balked when they reached 
Chicago and threatened to mob the agent 
who had brought them. The men were 
headed by Tony Lavaneo. They surrounded 
the agent at the Forty-seventh street en- 
trance to the yards and were preparing for 
an attack when the police arrived. They 
declared they had been told they were to 
work in a furniture factory and had paid the 
agent $8 each. They were cared for at union 
headquarters. 

Few additions of workmen were made by 
any of the big packers, except Armour & 
Co. They secured 300 negro recruits from 
Tennessee, many of whom carried squirrel 


guns.

Leaving New York for Chicago, He 


Talks of Situation—Says New Men 
Shall Not Be Ousted. 


‘New York, Aug. 15.~Arthur Meeker of Chi- 
cago, a director of the National Packing | 
company and of Armour & Co., who has been 
m New York for a week, left tonight for 
Chicago. He said before leaving that he 
was satisfied that the backbone of the strike 
is broken. He said: 

In the first place, the only men who are 
on strike are the employés of Schwarzschild 
& Sulzberger, the United Dressed Beef com- 
pany, and a few sheep butchers of Swift and 
Armour, not one of whom had or has a 


‘grievance. 


According to our best information the 


great majority of the employés of the com- | 


panies voted against the strike, and the ab- 
surdity of the situation is in the fact that 


they allowed themselves to be put out of | 


work against their will by a vote of the work- 


men of the small slaughter houses in New {| 


York, Jersey City, and surrounding cities. 
„That these companies were handicapped 
in their slaughtering operations for a few 
days there is no doubt, but they are well fixed 
now in all departments, and by the latter 
part of this week will be slaughtering their 


normal amount of cattle. In the meantime } 


they have a large reserve stock in their re- 
frigerators to draw upon, and all their trade 
is supplied as usual. 

„The men who have filled the strikers’ 
places have been largely recruited from the 
ranks of the packing house men in western 
cities, and are attracted to New York by the 
higher rate of wages, and who because of 
threats of violence were unwilling to work 
in their home cities where they were known. 

„Only a certain proportion of the strikers 
can be taken back now, even if they apply 


for work, and each day that they delay the 


number of vacancies will be less.“ 

Mr. Meeker was asked whether the men 
would be refused work if they should capitu- 
late, and replied:

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TIE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

During last month there were taken out 
in the twenty-six principal cities of the coun- 
try permits for the erection of buildings 
whose total estimated cost was $35,000,000.

CANADA AND AMERICAN TRUSTS. 

Joseph Chamberlain, when speaking of 
the “ dumping” of American and German 
goods in England, asked his hearers if they 
were content “ to take it lying down.” Ap- 
parently Englishmen aré content. At least 
they are doing nothing to stop the dymp- 
ing.” The Canadians are more to Mr. 
Chamberlain’s heart. There are various

of their industries against what they call 
the underhanded practices of American 
manufacturers who sell goods in the domin- 
ion for much less than in the United States. 
Now comes a project for curbing an Ameri- 
ean trust which is aiming at the Comgeret of. 
Canada. 

The trust is the American Tobacco com- 
pany, which is putting in operation in Can- 
ada the tactics which have been so success- 
ful in the United States. It has already 
secured most of the cigaret trade in the 
dominion. Retail dealers who will not bind 
themselves to use exclusively the goods of 
the trust are undersold and driven out of 
trade. The independent ee and 
it difficult to live. 

‘The dominion parliament has dassea a 
law which permits the revocation of internal 
revenue licenses held by concerns that sell 


not handle like goods made by other manu- 
tacturers. The trust has organized a Cana- 
dian company which has established numer- 
ous branch stores. The minute it is proved 
that the company is making exclusive con- 
tracts with dealers its licenses to do business 
will be revoked and it will be obliged to go 
out of business or to change its methods. 

The Canadians believe that the strict en- 
forcement of the law will compel the Amer- 
ican Tobacco company to abandon its unfair 
system of competing with the home manu- 
facturers. Perhaps it will. It may be that 
if the secretary of the treasury or the tom- 
missioner of interna] revenue had authority 
to put a stop to the sales of any manufac- 
turer of cigars, cigarets, or plug tobacco 
who required American purchasers to agree 
that they would buy from nobody else, the 
tobacco trust would not have the monopoly 
it holds. Independent manufacturers would 
begin business and would find a market for 
their goods. 

If the Canadian experiment works well 
Americans may be tempted to imitate it. 
The “exclusive contract” is one of the 
favorite instruments of many would-be mo- 
nopolists. 1 


IRRIGATION IN THE 
There is a movement from America to 
the virgin fields of Canada and Mexico 
which it is claimed should be diverted to the 
irrigable lands of the west. -Colorado, Ne- 
vada, Utah, and other states have land in 
abundance for settlers, but irrigation is nec- 


tivation... 

The work. of reclamation is a ‘matter of. 
several years, and the government as a rule 
is slower than private enterprise. More- 
over, there is not so large a proportion of 
government land in the proposed irrigation | 
districts as was supposed. Of the 80,000 
acres in the proposed Gunnison river tunnel 
district fully 60,000 acres are private land. 
It is difficult.to secure the codperation of 
all the private landholders for the reason 
‘that the pro rata cost per acre, estimated by 
the government at $25, fs considered by 
many to be higher than necessary. There 
is a disposition to regard private enterprise 
as more economical and hence preferable. 

The owners of the lands have not sufficient 
capital to attempt irrigation. In order to 
attract outside capital the states of Col- 
j,orado, Nebraska, Washington, Idaho, Ore- 
gon, and California have passed laws au- 
thorizing the creation of irrigation districts 
analogous to school districts, and the people 
‘under certain restrictions may vote bonds 
which are a lien on the real estate within 
the district.. The proceeds of the bonds can 
be used for buying an irrigation system al- 
ready built or for constructing a new one. 

So far it has been impossible to sell these 
bonds in any quantity, the reason being that 
the value of the arid land before irrigation 
ds so small that it does not equal the cost 
of the irrigation works. Land worth $5 an’ 
acre is often worth $100 after 525 in irriga- 
‘tion improvements have been applied, but 
it is difficult to persuade capital to take the 
$5 as security for theoutlay of $25. It has

NOTHER noe old English country 
seat of much historic interest has 
come into the market. For Chartley 
hall, the ancestral home of the earl 

of. Ferrers, after having been offered 
for. vent, is now ut to be put up for sale 
‘by public aucti ley is a fine old 
place, which remains much what it was in 
the time of the Plantagenets. The house 5 
Shirley, of which Lord Ferrers is the chie 5 
traces its descent in an unbroken line fro 
the time of King Edward the Confessor, and 
has been established throughout all these’ 
many hundred years at Chartley. ; 

The castle, now in ruins, dates from the 
year 1200, but Chartley hall, close by, is an 
old timbered building, still encircled by its 
moat, containing apartments which Mary 
Queen of Scots occupied for some years. It 
is on record that she rode and hawked in 
the primeval park by which the hall is sur- 
rounded, ¢nd even in her day the white wild 
cattle of Chartley weré accounted of ancient 
descent. Indeed, of their origin nothing is 
known beyond the tradition that they were 
driven into the park from the vicinage of 
Needwood during the reign of King Henry 
III. .The eattle are of a dull cream color, 
their horns, muzzles, and ears being tipped 
with black, and they have presented so pic- 
turesque an appearance that it is a pity that 
owing to interbreedi they have become. 
almost extinct. In faet, the Chartley herd 
of wild cattle may be said to be perishing 
of unmitigated antiquity, and there are only 
a few heads of it left, 

There aré only three other herds of wild: 
cattle in the united kingdom, the best known 
perhaps being that of the earl of Tanker- 
ville at Chillingham, in Northumberland, the 
present Lord Tankerville being married to an 
American woman, who was Miss Van Marter 

of Tacoma, Wash. The duke of Hamilton 
likewise has a herd of wild cattle, while on

It was the fourth Earl Ferrers who was 
hung in May, 1760, far the murder of his 
steward, a man of the name of Harold. The 
earl, who killed the n in the most cold 
blooded fashion, was tried by his peers in the 
house of lords and found guilty unanimously, 
the sentence of death being pronounced upon 
him by Lord High Chancellor Henley, who 
presided at the trial as lord high steward. 
The earl was allowed 10 drive to the gallows 
in his own state carriage, drawn by six 
horses, which was followed by a hearse and 
six; and it is on record that the rope with 
which he was hanged — of silk instead of 
hemp, this concession being due to his rank. 
Indeed, the silk rope used on that occasion

It was at the execution of Lord Ferrers at 
Tyburn that the drop was used for the first 
time in the place of the old cart and ladder.

Liaoyang In the Midst of War 


Russia's Military Base in the Far East a Medley ot 22 
Strange Contrasts and Curious Scenes. 


{BY CHARLES E. HANDS. 
IAOYANG, Manchuria, June 15.—Liao- 
yang, and at last—delightful, almost 
Incredible discovery—visible, unmis- 
takable signs of war! 
| The station is full of trains and bustle 
and soldiers and baggage. It has only one 
platform, but many sets of rails, and on both 
sides the full stream of the traffic has over- 
flowed its banks and trickled out upon the 
plain in sidings. At the single long plat- 
form a long Red Cross train halts on its way 
north. 
A long, long train of neat spital cars 
filled with wounded. Calm ced nurses 
pass by the communication gangways from 
carriage to carriage, and young doctors, 
grave and earnest of manner, are seen in 
consultation. Out upon the platform a 
cluster of soldiers from one of the trains 
halted on its way to the fighting line are 
peering over one another's shoulders with 
an air of intense, personal interest, at a

War! And yet, for all its wounds, this 
train of victims hardly strikes the note. Its 
well ordered look, its sun blinds and filters, 
the even ‘lines and regular intervals with 
which in each car ward the two tiers of 
stretcher beds are set, the white pillows and 
the folded linen, the gray neatness of the 
nurses, with their red cross brassards and 
their quiet, kind eyes, the cool comfort of 
the striped cotton hospital clothes in the 
blaging sunshine, the smooth set of the well 
laid bandages—all this suggests not the hor- 
rid barbarity of war, but the luxury and re- 
| finement of a highly 2 society. 


Grimmer W of War. 

But there is no such air about the trains 
standing on the other rails waiting their 
turns to go south. The open trucks laden 
with guns, the big horse wagonsy the trucks 
of ammunition carts, the trucks filled with 
pontoons and other engineering appliances, 
the heavily laden cars of all sorts of stores, 
but, above all, the cars and cars and cars— 
covered box cars—whose cargoes are the 
square jawed, short nosed, sturdy Siberian 
soldiers—these tell of war. On the further 
| side of the lines there is a row of booths like 
a fair, where the Chinaman is making his 
speedy fortune by selling all sorts of rub- 
bishy food and other wares to the passing 
Soldiers.

Outside the railway station, away to the 
right, a distinct mountain merks the begin- 
ning of the series of/hills which lie between 
Liaoyang and the fighting tothe south. On 
the west no mountains, but a flat alluvial 


vated like a nursery garden, stretches 
smoothly away to the horizon, beyond which 
the broad Liao stretches its impassable bar- 
rier. 

To the northward, no mountains— 
only the long Liao valley through which a 
low embankment, like a single upturned fur- 
row, holds up the railway line above the 
muds and the floods of the soon coming 
rainy season. Little culverts innumerable 
intersect it, and here and there considerable 
bridges where watercourses and rivers com- 
ing from the hills to the eastward make their 
way across the valley to the Liao. 

The watercourses are dry now, but the 
stones and bowlders that strew the deep 
channels show the force with which the 
waters rush down from the mountain sides, 

Liaoyang is an ancient Manchurian city, 
with a Russian official suburb of gray brick 
detached houses, built in a sort of barrack

run, housing two well appointed trains—the 
residence conveyances of Gen. nn 
and the Grand 5 Boris.

That within a week before the trial, O’ Donnell 
conferred with Gallagher, Simon, arid Constabie 
Jones with reference to keeping the fixed ’’ jurors 
in the Revere house and designating them to con- 
stables by means of pins placed in their coat lapels. 

That O’ Donnell frequently consulted Simon con- 
cerning the alleged jury bribery, and after the 
trial congratulated Jones on the good material * 
secured for the jury.

WAR AND MARKET, 


FALL oF ‘PORT. ‘ARTHUR 
A BULL 
Great Disasters Taken to K 
Peace and a Résumption of Trade— 
Chicage Business Relatively Light— 
Governing, Committee Scheduled to 
Meet Tomorrow and Elect a Perma- 
nest Chairman—St. Louis South- 
western’s Year. 


The course of the stock market yesterday 
gave some indication of the extent to which 
the war is a factor in the making of prices. 
Based on the news of the morning there was 
a decided upturn, though the advance did 
not hold throughout the day. 

It is not a matter of sympathy with either 
belligerent. It is that decisive events are 
taken to foreshadow the ending of the war 
and the consequent resumption of the world’s 
commerce in the east. The annthilation of 
the Japanese fleet would be as much a bull 
factor as the destruction of the Russian. 

The Spanish-American war afforded the 
latest illustration of how the stock market 
discounts the results of hostilities. When 
the Maine was blown up in March, 1898, 
there followed a great slump in prices. The 
loss of the ship was construed infallibly to 
presage war. ething which it actually 
did. After the full effect of what the loss 
of the battleship meant had been felt in the 
market there was irregularity and uncer- 
tainty continuing until there was received 
the news on the morning of May 1, when the 
Spanish fleet was destroyed in Manila bay. 
From that time uncertainty of the stock 
market was over and prices advanced rapid- 
ly. The action was so decisive that it was 
taken to mean the beginning of the end of 
the war—the second instance in which the 
market proved to be right. 

There was in the following July some un- 
certainty in prices prior to the battle of San- 
tiago. The halt. however, was of no conse- 
quence compared with the previous upward 
movement. By the surrender at Santiago 
the market was not greatly influenced. 
"ti had been discounted and thorough- 
5 so. 

The fall of Port Arthur would certainly be 
a bull argument in the market, though 
probably it would not be construed as so 
fully decisive as was the battle of Manila. 
There would still remain, after Port Ar- 
thur, Vladivostok and the Manchurian army. 

al houses were not specially active in 
yesterday's market and have not done much 
in the last fortnight. July was a good month 
for them, but August has not shown the 
same kind or extent of buying.
